Bel- 
gian, a surgeon, a sculptor and a dentist. 


"M. Deimas has wished me to publish 
e notes he made on the battlefield oE 


Woerth. They are eloquent in their brief 
intensity, that they will afford you more 
varied observations than could be com- 
prised in a more formal description. Aa 
to this you c<in judge for yourself:
